Truffle« , like mushrooms, b elong to 
the family of tho fungi, b ut tiro a dis­ 
tinct and very peculiar genus. 
They 
are cry ptogamlc plants and sub terran­ 
ean, their position underneath the soil 
vary ing from two to three inches 
to 
two feet in depth. 
They have no root, stem, or leaf, 
and vary in color from light b rown 
to b lack. 
They are sometimes glob ­ 
ular in form, and vary in size from 
th a t of a pecan to that of a 
duck’s 
pgg. 
Their surface is watery and cov­ 
ered with a skin. 
Their exact meth­ 
od of growth is not precisely known. 
They are, of course, regarded as 
a 
great luxury b y tho epicure. 
Truffles are mentioned b y Juvenal, 
Pliny, Plutarch and Martial. The Ath­ 
enian epicures were acquainted with 
them, and a story la told of a b on vl 
vant who freed a whole family of 
slaves who had Invented a delicious 
method of preparing them. 
Franco has tho credit of producing 
tho finest truffles. Dogs are common­ 
ly b red to search for them. 
Tho 
method 
of “b reaking" these 
dogs is to glvo them for 
a time pieces 
Df truffles every morning b efore they 
uro allowed to partake of any oilier 
food. 
After a 
certain 
period, when 
their appetite for truffles increases, 
pieces are hidden in |he ground, and 
they are made to find them. 
Thus 
they are gradually taught their b usi­ 
ness, though it often takes uh long as 
18 months b efore a dog b ecomes skill­ 
ed in tho art. 
In some parts of 
France—Poitou 
nnd Perigold, for instance—pigs are 
trained for truffle hunting, and 
b y 
some they are deemed to b e b etter fit­ 
ted for the work thas clogs.
